{FBIS Translated Text] The Council of Ministers held 
an ordinary session yesterday under the chairmanship of 
the head of state, Sylvestre Ntibantunganya. Two main 
points were on the agenda: the preparation of the Cairo 
meeting which will bring together the heads of state of 
the Great Lakes subregion between 28 November and 
2 December, and the security situation in the country. 
Here is the minister of communication and government 
spokesman, Mr. Antoine Baza: 


[Baza] Two main points were discussed. The first point: 
The regional conference on peace, stability, and devel- 
opment in the countries of the Great Lakes. On this is- 
sue, government members agreed to adhere to the prin- 
ciples of the conference, and accepted to take part in it. 
The Burundi Government was also briefed on the draft 
agenda: Setting up the concerted return of refugees and 
displaced people to their homes; preventing paramilitary 
training and the arms and ammunition supply to mili- 
tias and other warmonger groups; ensuring the integrity 
of borders by respecting international conventions; sup- 
porting judicial systems so that they function in accor- 
dance with international law and our people’s wishes; 
doing everything possible to end the illegal and inflam- 
matory radio broadcasts from neighboring countries. 


As far as Burundi is concerned, all this will be done 
within the limits dictated by the government convention. 
The Burundian Government hopes the conclusions of 
the conference will bring about effective stabilization 
mechanisms for tie subregion. 


The second point deals with current security problems. 
After listening to a report on the situation in Gasarara 
zone, Kanyosha commune, where many lives were 
lost, the Council of Ministers called for a more in- 
depth investigation in order to establish responsibility. 
Necessary measures will be taken once the outcome of 
the investigation is known. 


Government members discussed other subjects of na- 
tional interest before ending the meeting.

Government Signs Peace Agreement With 
Opposition

signed this afternoon between the government and the 
Movement for Democracy and Development, MDD,

at Dougia. The government delegation was led by 
Interior Minister Mahamat Nouri, accompanied by the 
minister of Communications, Yussuf Mbodou Mbani, 
and General Moussa Goudja. On the MDD side, there 
was Oumar Kadjala, president of the MDD. 


Speaking on the occasion, the minister of interior 
hailed the action of the MDD, which falls within 
the framework of the government's policy of national 
reconciliation and which should serve as an example 
for other Chadians. On his part, Mr. Oumar Kadjala 
Said tis agreement is the fruit of several contacts 
which should not jeopardize Gabonese President Oumar 
Bongo’s actions and arrangements. [passage omitted] 


The agreement signed this afternoon comprises 16 
points, and here is Abaka Tchali with the details of the 
accord: 


[Tchali] Peace and Reconciliation Agreement signed be- 
tween the Government and the Movement for Democ- 
racy and Development, MDD: The Government and the 
brothers of MDD meeting on 22 November 1995 at 
Dougia have agreed on the following: Proclamation of a 
cease-fire with effect from the date on which the present 
agreement will be signed; the encampment of MDD el- 
ements on 30 November 1995 at Bogomerom; official 
handing over of MDD elements to the Chief of Defense 
Staff on 10 December 1995 at Bornou; taking charge 
of MDD elements by the government on the basis of 
a list of names of fighters at the place of encampment; 
the payment of two months salary in accordance with 
the present list of names approved by the two sides; se- 
lection of MDD elements likely to be absorbed into the 
new Army and those to return to civilian life. 


This exercise will be carried out by the technical com- 
mittee of the First Bureau, B1, assisted by the military 
members of the MDD, appointed by their headquarters; 
MDD elements should be provided with uniforms be- 
fore 10 December 1995, the official date for the handing 
over of these elements to the Army headquarters; the 
moving of all MDD soldiers, military equipment, and 
material to the training center; the promotion of MDD 
elements who would have successfully completed their 
military training to the officer and noncommissioned of- 
ficer position as well as appointment of MDD elements 
to leadership positions in the reorganization of the Cha- 
dian National Army; participation of MDD civilian ex- 
ecutives in the management of public affairs; admission 
and resumption of classes for students into the educa- 
tional institutions they were attending before; reinstate- 
ment of MDD civil servants in their former services; and 
finally, the release of detained elements identified by the 
MDD, signatory to the present agreement; restoration of 
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their property confiscated and the guaraitee of the free 
movement of MDD elements.

Premier Comments On Upcoming Gabon Peace 
Talks

[FBIS Translated Text] In Chad the political parties’ 
consultative group has welcomed Gabonese President 
Omar Bongo’s decision to host the Chadian peace talks 
in Gabon. The consultative group says all political 
forces should participate in these talks.

It says 
that the timetable must be fixed at the talks. Concerning 
the participation of all political forces in thy talks and 
the election timetable, I bring you the reaction of Prime 
Minister Djimasta Koibla. In an interview with Eugene 
Elangba, he told him that he is completely opposed [as 
heard] to the suggestion of the Chadian consultative 


group. 


[Begin recording) [Koibla] As far as the government 
is concerned, we are responsible for preparing and 
inviting the armed political groups to these peace talks 
in Gabon. Obviously, we intend to involve the political 
parties in these talks. For the government, there is 
no question of exclusion. The important thing is for 
both the government and the political parties to reach 
a consensus on what must be presented to the armed 
political groups that will be in Gabon. 


[Elangba] Concerning the agenda for these talks, are 
you, for instance, prepared to fix together with your 
partners the dates for the next elections during the talks? 


[Koibla] Listen, we must respect the timetable which has 
been drawn up by the Independent National Electoral 
Commission, because we have postponed this timetable 
several times. We intend to comply with the latest one 
that has been drawn up. In any case, we are going 
to Franceville to initiate discussions with the armed 
opposition, and in the course of the discussions we 
will see if this timetable can be changed to enable 
the integration of the armed political groups in the 
democratic process. I am not predicting anything, but 
everything is possible if we are able to reach an 
agreement. [end recording] 
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That was Chadian Prime Minister Koibla. As you might 
have noticed yourself, he is not at all opposed to the 
Suggestions of the opposition consultative group; rather, 
he is in favor of the talks being held in Franceville, in 
southeastern Gabon. 


Government Requests Aid for Libyan Deportees

a communique on the mass deportation of Chadians and 
foreigners ordered by the authorities of the Socialist 
People’s Libyan Arab Jamahiriya. The Chadian Gov- 
ernment recognizes Libya’s right to take measures in 
line with its sovereignty. It deplores the fact, however, 
that these measures were taken without prior notice. At 
the moment, 1,500 Chadians and 153 foreign nationals 
have been deported from Libya and have settled in the 
Faya-Largeau in the Borkou-Ennedi-Tibesti Region. 


The deportees are living under very difficult conditions 
due to inadequate reception facilities. Seven of them 
have died of measles and dysentery. The government 
is, therefore, appealing to the international community 
for assistance for the reintegration of the refugees and 
for warding off the risk of epidemic in the country.

Official Denies Suspension of German Cooperation

has announced the suspension of its financial coopera- 
tion with Congo owing to the nonpayment of its debt ar- 
rears. Germany has also denounced the irksome customs 
formalities that could jeopardize future cooperation be- 
tween the two countries. At the opening of interg. 
ernmental consultations in Brazzaville, Roland Guttack, 
head of cooperation with Central Africa in the German 
Ministry of Economic and Development Cooperation, 
announced that Bonn has decided to suspend its 1995- 
1996 financial cooperation owing to debt arrears esti- 
mated at over 8 billion CFA francs out of a total debt 
of a little over 70 billion CFA francs. 


It will be recalled that in February Germany rescheduled 
Congo’s debt by 5 million Deutsche marks — about 2 
billion CFA francs — and asked for the money to be 
used in financing environmental protection projects. In 
Brazzaville, the Ministry of Foreign Affairs expressed 
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surprise after the publication of this information by AFP. 
Tona Diki Samasanga, the Foreign Ministry spokesman, 
has dismissed this report: 


[Begin Samasanga recording] We must say that despite 
some difficulties regarding the delay in the payment 
of our debt arrears, this cooperation has never been 
interrupted. We must even stress that this financial 
cooperation is going on normally in regard to spare part 
supplies for locomotive engines and the installation of 
the transmitter in the P.K. Rouge district. Regarding 
this debt, we must note that Congo has just paid part of 
it even before the president of the Republic’s working 
visit to the Federal Republic of Germany. Furthermore, 
bilateral technical cooperation is going on very well, 
according to the assessment just made by the two sides. 


Despite some difficulties, several projects are being 
implemented today, notably agricultural and forestry 
projects in the Niari Region, irrigation and water supply 
projects in the rural areas, the development of the 
Nouabari forest reserve in the Sangha Region, and the 
primary health care system, a project in which Germany 
supplies adequate equipment to certain hospitals. You 
can therefore see for yourself that cooperation between 
Germany and Congo is going on normally without 
interruption. [end recording] 


Another Official Says Aid ‘Frozen’

Congolese secretary of state at the Foreign Affairs 
and Coor -ation Ministry Nelson Singoulou confirmed 
today that Germany has frozen its financial aid to Congo 
for Congo’s failure to pay its debt arrears. 


Mr. Singoulou gave this affirmation on radio in the 
sidelines of current intergovernmental consultations be- 
tween the Congo and Germany scheduled to end today 
in Brazzaville. He said "cooperation has unfortunately 
been blocked by the debt problem." 


According to Mr. Singoulou "the German side has made 
the total payment of the debt a precondition for the con- 
tinuation of its financial assistance to Congo. The debt 
constitutes an obstacle to the intensification of bilateral 
cooperation,” he said, stressing that the Congolese gov- 
ernment has undertaken to refund the debt within the 
scope of its available "financial resources." 


Mr. Roland Guttack, the official in charge of cooper- 
ation with Central Africa at the German Cooperation 
Ministry, had on 20 November announced at the start 
of the joint intergovernmental consultative meeting that 
Germany had "suspended its financial cooperation with 
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the Congo, adding that the stipulated 1995 and 1996 aid 
packages "will not be granted” because of the nonpay- 
ment of debt arrears evaluated at over 8 billion CFA 
francs. 


Mr. Guttack had, however, emphasized that "technical 
cooperation will continue noimally." 


The German foreign official had earlier warned against 
Customs harassments over equipment imported from 
Germany for the execution of joint projects in Congo. 
He had added that Germany might be compelled to 
revisit its entire cooperation relations with Congo if the 
Situation continued.

Their identity will be revealed on 
12 December, in Arusha, the Tanzanian town chosen 
to house the Rwanda Tribunal. Their identity will be 
revealed once the procedure has been fully completed. 
Listen to the explanations given by Honore Rakotomao- 
nana, the assistant general prosecutor of the Tribunal of 
Rwanda: 


[Begin Rakotomaonana recording] The indictment has 
been signed. A South African female judge will examine 
it in Arusha starting 25th or 27th November. She 
can either reject or confirm the indictment. If she 
confirms the indictment, she issues arrest warrants at 
the same time, because all the defendants are outside 
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Rwanda. If these arrest warrants are not implemented, 
the tribunal panel wii! hold a meeting in whi. the 
prosecutor, or the assistant prosecutor, or the counsel for 
the prosecution will demonstrate that there is sufficient 
evidence incriminating the persons indicted. It will then 
be up to the UN Security Council to take measures 
against any state that has not implemented the arrest 
warrants. 


Judge Gordon and myself will travel to Arusha on 12 
December to publish the indictment, naming “he persons 
accused. If the arrest warrants are implemented rapidly 
we hope to see the trial held in the very near future. 
[end recording} 


The first trial of those responsible for the genocide 
should be held six or eight weeks after the announce- 
ment of the first indictments, according to Judge Gold- 
stone, who expressed his satisfaction with the Kenya's 
change in attitude which has promised to cooperate with 
the Rwanda Tribunal.

‘Dead City’ Strike Declared in Kinshasa 23 Nov

has been continuing its campaign of demonstrations 
against the government of Prime Minister Kengo wa 
Dondo and President Mobutu. In the past, Etienne 
Tshisekedi’s UDPS [Union for Democracy and So- 
cial Progress] has attracted a lot of popular support. 
This time they declared a dead city strike in Kinshasa 
for today, but as our Kinshasa correspondent Matthew 
Tostevin reports, the response was probably disappoint- 
ing for the opposition. 
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[Begin Tostevin recording] It would be hard to say that 
today’s dead city call from the UDPS had been a great 
success. It’s true that life in the city center was not up 
to its usual pace, that many stall holders did not set up 
business in the central market this morning, and that 
many shops left their doors bolted, but the activity has 
to be compared to that on former dead city days, and the 
comparison is not flattering. In September this year, the 
town center was almost deserted after a similar general 
strike call. 


One UDPS spokesman accused the authorities of paying 
people to go to work and open their shops, and of giving 
taxi drivers free fuel if they are willing to ply the streets. 
Other UDPS supporters said it was because the call had 
only gone out a few days earlier, and there was no time 
to inform everyone to go on strike, but on the street it 
was a different story. 


Although UDPS leader Etienne Tshisekedi is still pop- 
ular, there is growing political fatigue. A newspaper 
seller told me he supported the strike but he still had 
to eat. Others said they had been on strike in the past, 
and it had brought no benefit. Today’s strike is part of a 
program of opposition action which is supposed to con- 
tinue tomorrow with a day of national mourning to mark 
the 30th anniversary of the coup that brought President 
Mobutu Sese Seko to power. 


Meanwhile, the more extreme opposition party, the Uni- 
fied Lumumbists drew a couple of thousand supporters 
to their public meeting on a playing field near the city 
center. The Lumumbists are opposed to the mainstream 
Opposition as well as President Mobutu. They denied 
that their meeting was intended to disrupt the dead city 
day, and said it was to call for elections to be held im- 
mediately. [end recording]

[Correspondent Emmanuel Juma) A similar meeting 


was convened three months ago, and foreign correspon- 
dents undertook to ensure that facts were crosschecked 
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before filing their stories. That promise, it may now 
seem, has not been fulfilled, and the government feels 
let down. The minister is particularly not happy with the 
latest issue of THE ECONOMIST magazine which, he 
alleges, has made disparaging remarks about the Kenyan 
leadership in one of its articles; but the local media too, 
the minister said, needs to put its act together. He took 
issue with the NAIROBI LAW MONTHLY, which he 
accuses of practicing cheap journalism. Journalists, the 
minister said, must be true to the noble profession. [pas- 
Sage omitted] 


The minister also spoke on the tribunal appointed to 
investigate Rwandan killings. 


(Musyoka] We shall deal with the tribunal. It’s a basic, 
basic requirement, and natural justice that no person 
shall be condemned unheard. This is basic. We are 
talking about a list of 463 wanted people, according 
to the government in Kigali. While on the one hand we 
accept they have every reason to circulate a list, but the 
Kenya Government cannot accept that list. The list that 
we shall honor will come from Judge Goldstone, sitting 
in Arusha. 


[Juma] Relations between Kenya and her neighbors, Mr. 
Musyoka observed, are cordial, and denied that desper- 
ate attempts were being made to isolate Kenya. He nev- 
ertheless regrets the attitude of Ugandan leaders which, 
he says, does not augur well for good neighborliness. 


This was the second such meeting between the minister 
and the journalists to foster good understanding. The 
minister pledges that his ministry is ready at all times 
to avail information if asked to do so, but this would 
be of little value if it was distorted to suit the whims of 
unfriendly editors. [end recording]

From Mogadishu Ali Musa Abdi faxed this report: 


A radio station in Mogadishu supporting Gen. Aidid 
repeatedly broadcast a speech made by him supporting 
the execution of the Nigerian writer and human rights 
activist Ken $aro-Wiwa by the country’s military ruler, 
Gen. Sani Abacha. In the speech, which was made 
in Baidoa Airport, Gen. Aidid accused America and 
Europe of pushing Nigeria toward the brink of civil 
war. He said that the West was using the human rights 
issue as a weapon and pretext for attacking Third 
World counties, particularly those in Africa. Aidid 
characterized the pressure exerted on Nigeria by the 
West as part of what he called a European campaign 
against the Islamic world. 


In his 40-minute speech, Gen. Aidid also warned 
Somalis about a huge amount of fake U.S. dollars that 
have been pulled into the main markets of Mogadishu 
and elsewhere in Somalia. The money is in $100 and 
$10 notes. He added that there was also a considerable 
amount of counterfeit local currency in 1,000 shilling 
notes circulating in the markets. He made no suggestion 
as to who was responsible for smuggling the counterfeit 
money into the country. 


Earlier, Osman Atto and Ali Mahdi jointly accused Gen. 
Aidid of doing so in order to help implement, what they 
call, his dictatorial policies. Gen. Aidid strongly rejected 
this accusation.

"The government once 
again reminds journalists to respect the law of the land 
and professional ethics as a means of maintaining peace 
and avoiding chaos and unnecessary conflicts in the so- 
ciety,” the statement said.

South Africa at this stage is unable to take up any 
military role, which will almost certainly be a crucial 
part of a blockade and this message has been passed on 
to the Government by senior military officers over the 


past few days. 


They have told Cabinet ministers of the huge logistical 
problems which would face the nation and therefore the 
future of any pan-African force used in an attempt to 
isolate Nigeria. The cost to this country in terms of 
money and manpower has also been spelt out. 


In the past week, President Nelson Mandela has asked 
President Bill Clinton to ban the purchase of oil from 
Nigeria — which supplies the United States with 50% 
of its oil while ANC secretary-general Cyril Ramaphosa 
has called for “all out sanctions” against the powerful 
West African state. 


To place a stranglehold on Nigeria would mean mount- 
ing a huge land, sea and air blockade — and that is 
where South Africa may just have to draw back from 
active participation. 

The country would find it particularly difficult to 
participate in a naval blockade in the Gulf of Guinea, 
while a major international peace force would be needed 
to patrol thousands of kilometers of border separating 
Nigeria from its land ward neighbours. Air blockades 
would be almost an impossibility given the long border 
the country has with Islamic countries such as Chad and 
Niger which, in turn, are under political and military 
pressure from Libya, itself a subject of international 
sanctions. 


The key South African force needed for any blockade 
of Nigeria would be the navy, one of the three biggest 
on the African continent. 


The Chief of the Navy, Vice-Admiral Robert Simpson- 
Anderson, has made it clear on several occasions — the 
last when he delivered his navy policy speech recently 
— that without ships, it was impossible to assist with 
peace enforcement duties or effectively patrol South 
Africa’s own economic enforcement zone (EEZ), let 
alone help to maintain regional security or mount naval 
blockades. 
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For an African state, Nigeria has a formidable naval 
force — at leasi two missile-carrying frigates, three 
corvettes, a clutch of fast attack craft and patrol boats 
as well as mine hunters. 


The rest of Africa, apart from Egypt and Libya, will 
be unable to muster much to face them. The other 16 
African navies (including our own) can put into action 
three ageing submarines, a number of fast attack craft, 
the odd ccrvette, a frigate, and small to medium-sized 
coastal patrol boats. In the case of Mauritania, there 
is doubt over whether her light patrol boats are even 
operational. 


South Africa also does not have the maritime air support 
needed to lend support to the navy, even in our own 
walters. 


In terms of the army, the Chief of the SA National 
Defence Force, General Georg Meiring, recently told 
diplomats that while South Africa was training its 
troops to possibly participate in United Nations peace 
enforcement operations on the continent, the problem of 
logistics was uppermost in his mind. 


This scenario is one of the reasons why South Africa’s 
defence establishment is waiting keenly for policy 
Statements from the politicians. They hope the order to 
join in a blockade will never be given.

The area was rich in mineral deposits, especially crude 
oil, and many prospecting companies, including Shell 
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Development Petroleum Company and Chevron, main- 
tained flow stations and other operat:onal sites in Ogo- 
niland. 


Prominent Ogonis felt the Nigerian Government and 
oil companies should pay compensation to the region 
as royalties and reparation for ecological damage and 
neglect since oil was discovered in [year indistinct]. 
They founded the Movement f or the Survival of Ogoni 
People (Mosop) in 1990 with Saro-Wiwa as spokesman. 


Mosop’s primary objective was to secure political and 
economic indepedence for the Ogoni. They opted an 
"Ogoni bill of rights" demanding political control over 
their affairs, control over Ogoni economic resources, 
representation in Nigerian national institutions, devel- 
opment of the Ogoni language and culture and the right 
to protect Ogoni environment and ecology from further 
degradation. 


Mosop also demanded R22 billion (rands} from Shell 
for royalties and R14 billion reparation for damages 
and compensation for environmental pollution. Mosop 
members, including Saro-Wiwa, used their influence to 
publicise "the alleged plight of the Ogoni people”. 


The statement said Ogoniland soon became the scene of 
disturbances with violent protesis for compensation, de- 
mands for "independence or self-determination", clashes 
with other ethnic groups and the disruption of oil pro- 
ducing [words indistinct] unsuccessfully, to present the 
Ogoni case." 


A military wing of Mosop, the National Youth Council 
of Ogoni People (NYCOP), was formed in 1993 and 
its members were told to stop any new oil projects by 
Shell, Chevron and other prospectors. 


"The Ogoni people have remained persistent in their 
anti-government stance,” the statement said. 


"All the lawlessness, anti-social and anti-establishment 
activities perpetrated in Ogoniland were articulated by 
and literally forced on Mosop as well as the entire Ogoni 
people by Saro-Wiwa.” 


The Nigerian Government alleged Saro-Wiwa hijacked 
Mosop through NYCOP and the "Saro-Wiwa military 
movement" and imposed his will on the Ogoni. 


The government said it agreed oil exploration had 
caused degradation to the natural environment. This 
harmed communities as oil spillages destroyed farm- 
lands and fishing. But often spillages were caused by 
the sabotage of oil installations. The government had 
attended to the demands of the oil producing areas. It 
had also made it mandatory for oil companies to pro- 
vide basic amenities like schools, roads, electricity, wa- 
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ter and health care. They also provided scholarships to 
local Ogonis, the statement said. 


Commenting on Wednesday, Nigeria’s acting consul- 
general in Johannesburg, Adamu Abbas, said the situa- 
tion in Nigeria was complex and often misunderstood.

"No serious attempt has been made to accommodate 
the (black) African experience, which indeed is the 
largest experience in the South African society. We call 
on all Africans, be they workers, peasants, students, 
traditional leaders, business persons, religious persons 
(or) the intelligentsia to make their voices heard in the 
Constitutional Assembly.” 


The PAC could also not agree with the working draft’s 
proposal on the future composition and role of the 
Senate as a house of provinces. "The Senate as presently 
constituted cannot claim to be doing a better job than 
the National Assembly and its standing committees. The 
strong party system has ensured that on the whole, 
party positions rather than provincial interests prevail 
in Senate debates." 


The PAC proposed establishing an unelected second 
house to bring together traditional leaders and people 
who had made outstanding contributions in the fields 
of business, sports, labour and religion, he said. "Such 
a house could accommodate traditional leaders within 
western liberal institutions and this may result in a true 


hybrid African institution.” This would contribute to the 
development of a common citizenship and “one African 
nationhood". 


The PAC regretted that the Constitutional Assembly 
did not have the power to review the boundaries 
of the provinces, which had been decided at pre- 
general election multiparty negotiations without public 
consultation or accommodating possible land claims. 
The boundaries should be reviewed to establish whether 
South Africa really needed nine provinces. 


Sizani said the PAC supported entrenching the right to 
life in the Constitution, but believed the abortion issue 
should be dealt with in national legislation, “so as to 
encourage national debate on all its aspects”.

"I also decided to work closer to the grassroots and 
refused to be drawn into high profile television inter- 
views,” X said. He said when he was general secretary 
"there was order. Since Maxwell took over there seem 
to be endless problems." Last year the PAC headquar- 
ters in Johannesburg had about 60 employees, and today 
“only two are left,” he said. 
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He added that three months ago, the PAC security "went 
on strike and held Maxwell hostage. Since then he has 
worn a bullet-proof vest when going to the office. What 
kind of a leader feels uncomfortable around his own 
security?" 


X further alleged that a few months after Ne- 
madzivhanani took over the leadership, party members 
insisted on calling a congress "which he refused to do 
thrice this year." 


He said to revive the party there was a need for a 
programme of action. Together with the secretary for 
local government Mr Bathembu Lubungwana, X said 
"we intend making a major announcement on our plans 
to revive mass mobilisation,” in January next year. 


X also took a swipe at the generai leadership of the 
PAC saying "the problem with our top leadership is that 
it tends to reach more inside (the PAC) than outside.

Mr Chairman, it is also the case that this historic 
meeting of Domkrag [crowbar; reference unknown] is 
taking place against the backdrop of various proposals 
to amend the National Constitution of the Republic 
of Botswana; and it is therefore our hope that our 
meeting over this weekend shall also emerge with well- 
considered proposals with respect to the position to be 
adopted by our party in relation to those proposals. 


Fellow Democrats, the existing Constitution of [the] 
Botswana Democratic Party, has never been a docu- 
ment that simply contains the design and disposition of 
powers and responsibilities between various party or- 
gans and officials.

Constitution it has not been open to members of this 
party, while it is in power, to elect their own Party 
President on account of Article 33(5) which provides 
that while the party is in [word indistinct] whomsoever 
is elected as Party President shall upon his/her party 
winning the elections become President of the Republic 
of Botswana. 


This country does not have a direct system of elect- 
ing a President. The Constitution; promulgated by the 
Botswana Independence Order of 1966 at Section 33 
(now 32) provided for the indirect election of President 
by tying such election to the election of Party parliamen- 
tary candidates. The procedure for electing a President 
was provided as follows: 
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(a) every person nominated as a parliamentary candidate 
had to declare which candidate in the election of 
President he supported; 


(b) the parliamentary candidate was required to use the 
same voting colour and symbol as that located to the 
presidential candidate; and 


(c) the presidential candidate who received support from 
the majority of the elected Members of Parliament 
automatically won the presidential elections. 


The constitution was extensively amended in 1969 (Act 
43 of 1969) to revise Section 33 relating to the election 
of President. Rather than change course, Parliament 
reconfirmed and refined the system. 


The Constitution tied the election of President to polit- 
ical parties as follows: 


(a) the wording of Section 32 (formerly Section 33) 
provides that a Party candidate will show support for 
the Party’s presidential candidate as nomination. Section 
32(3)(a); 


(b) the presidential candidate is required to consent 
to a declaration of support. (Section 32(3)(b). This is 
because the declaration of support if accepted, entitles 
the candidate to use presidential colours and symbol; 


(c) the use of the same colours and symbol of presi- 
dential candidates is to ensure that only members of the 
presidential candidate’s party can support his election; 


(d) a presidential candidate wins only if his Party wins. 


Fellow Democrats, one of the many proposed amend- 
ments entails the broadening and extension of fran- 
chises, and other measures geared to maximise partic- 
ipation in our democratic and electoral processes; and 
it is in this light that proposals for the establishment 
of an independent electoral commission and the reduc- 
tion of the voting age to eighteen (18), about which my 
Government is firmly and irrevocably decided, must be 
viewed. 


And this spirit must also guide our approach in our 
consideration, and debate, of the proposed constitutional 
amendments which will be tabled at this meeting. 


Leadership, as some of us have come to understand it, 
is not at all only about maintenance of the status quo; 
but it is about facing the challenges and management 
of change, in a manner that will ensure that disruptions 
are avoided, even during difficult periods of transition. 


Our country has undergone, is presently experiencing, 
and will forever continue to undergo changes; and we 
must not only change with it, but put in place procedures 
that will lead and direct the process of change. 
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I do not believe that we can as the national leadership 
begin to do so in respect of the affairs of this nation 
unless and until we have learned to do so as a Party. 


True enough, Fellow Democrats, this Special National 
Congress is also a vital test of this party’s capacity

Moose expressed 
the belief that peace is certain because "Mr. Dhlakama 
has again reaffirmed his commitment to peace and 
national reconciliation." 


Of this negotiation triangle, the Mozambican head of 
state was the only one who avoided the media after his 
meeting with Moose. Displaying great diplomatic skill, 
Moose said very little about the real message he con- 
veyed to Chissano. However, IMPARCIAL has learned 
that the Americans do not feel the government is re- 
ally interested in true democratization and reconcilia-

The EU’s position is not very different from that of the 
United States. The EU still feels that a government of 
national unity continues to be a useful reference, but 
it is aware that Chissano is sovereign and his choices 
are legitimate. Spanish Ambassador to Mozambique 
Manuel Viqueira told IMPARCIAL that “if there is 
change — all the better! If there is not — well, we 
will just have to be patient." 


The Spanish ambassador added that the EU and the 
United States are now trying to convince Chissano to 
draft people from other political parties into "state ad- 
ministration departments, but without any direct polit- 
ical responsibility."

Abacha said it was unfortunate that South Africa 
and Zimbabwe, two southern African countries which 
Nigeria had helped in their struggle for independence, 
were leading the lobby for sanctions against Lagos. "I 
cannot understand, neither can I appreciate any reason 
why people like Mandela and (Zimbabwean President 
Robert) Mugabe are behaving the way they did. These 
were the same people for whom we have made a 
lot of sacrifices in order to ensure freedom in their 
own countries," Abacha was quoted as saying by the 


newspapers. 


"I think there is a need for us to review our foreign 
policy in order to reconsider our priorities", he said, in 
what was interpreted by analysts hcre as indicating that 
Nigeria might shift the focus away from Africa. Until 
now, the Nigerian Government has always insisted that 
Africa is at the centre of its foreign policy.

Observers said the present face-off seemed to be the cul]- 
mination of mutual suspicion between the two countries 
since Mandela came to power last year after the disman- 
tlement of apartheid. Top officials from both countries, 
Africa’s most influential, have in the past year reiter- 
ated that the two nations were not in competition over 
leadership of the continent. 


But Nigeria’s national television reported last week that 
South Africa’s campaign for sanctions against Nigeria 
was aimed at facilitating Pretoria’s entry into the UN 
Security Council as Africa’s representative if and when 
the body were enlarged. It also claimed Mandela was 
trying to sollicit the support of U.S. President Bill 
Clinton and British Prime Minister John Major to 
achieve his aim. 


For Nigeria, Mandela’s current posture may have been 
interpreted as a challenge to its traditional stand as the 
most powerful and influential nation on the African 
Continent. "Nigeria may have seen South Africa as an 
upstart trying to displace it from its position. General 
Abacha’s riposte Wednesday might be a way of telling 
South Africa to learn to walk before trying to run", a 
diplomat from an eastern European country commented. 
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Since Mandela adopted his stance against Abacha’s 
military regime he has been largely seen in Nigeria as 
a "traitor". At various public rallies held in the past 
few days, demonstrators have burned the South African 
national flag and effigies of Mandela.

{Second demonstrator] Behind Mandela, the secretaries 
to their government, all the civil service, all the tech- 
nocrats, all the scientists, all the economy is governed 
by oyinbo [white man], the English people. [sentence as 
heard] Therefore he is his master’s voice. 


[Third demonstrator] Nigerians are threatened from 
outside. We will bury all our differences and come 
together for our own survival, and this is exactly what 
this rally is all about. 


[Fourth demonstrator] What I feel is that the interna- 
tional community should leave Nigeria alone to sort out 
their own problems themselves, you understand. Nige- 
ria is 35. We are old enough to solve our own problems 
ourselves. They should leave us alone, democracy or no 
democracy. It has to take a small process. [sentence as 
heard] It is not something you do in one day. 


[Fifth demonstrator] I will ask the international commu- 
nity to come to Nigeria if they want to know the truth. 
They should not be fed with false news. They shouldn't 
act irrationally. Of course, Nigeria is a sovereign state; 
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Nigeria is now 35, isn’t it? If Nigeria is 35, a man of 
35 years is capable of handling his own affairs and, of 
course, I am also telling Nigeria that we should not al- 
low ourselves to be ruled from outside. 


[Abubakar] With the support to and expression of 
confidence in the government, observers are of the view 
that the government should capitalize on the present 
goodwill it enjoys, and move the nation to greater

Chief Ikimi explained that the discussion of Nigeria 
in isolation contravenes the Harare Declaration, and 
that the death penalty imposed on Ken Saro-Wiwa and 
eight others exists in the laws of most Commonwealth 
countries that imposed the sanctions. The minister

Former Electoral Official on Election Rigging

former top Nigerian electoral official has revealed how 
the government of retired military ruler, Gen. Ibrahim 
Babangida ordered him to rig the elections of 1987. The 
dismissed chairman of the Electoral Commission, Eme 
Awa, said this Tuesday [21 November] at a memorial 
public forum in honour of the late Nigerian politician, 
Obafemi Awolowo, in Lagos. 


Speaking for the first time about how he lost his job 
in 1987 Awa, a political scientist, said he was told by 
higher officials to arrange for seven people to be made 
State governors in the national elections. He was giving 
a lecture on "Adherence to Democracy and the Rule of 
Law: The Role of Political and Military Elite," at the 
fourth forum to be held in honour of the late Awolowo, 
a leading politician in the 1960's. 


Without disclosing names, Awa claimed: "People came 
to me and said it was a serious matter, (the fixing of 
poll results), but I told them if I had done it, the next 
Stage would be to arrange election of seven senators 
and, maybe, the president." 


Awa was in charge of the National Electoral Commis- 
sion which conducted part of a series of polls supposed 
to lead to Nigeria’s aborted Third Republic. He also 
Claimed a second reason for his removal from office 
was his alleged refusal to sack an elected council chair- 
man. Awa said he had told the authorities then, he had 
no powers under existing law to do the sacking. 
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"When I was removed they (the authorities) then 
amended the law and it now empowered the NEC 
(National Electoral Commission) to sack a local gov- 
ernment chairman and it (the law) is still there," Awa 
Said. 


He was replaced in 1987 by Humphrey Nwosu, who 
headed the commission that organised the controversial 
June 12 1993 presidential election, which was annulled 
by Babangida. Babangida stepped down from office 
August 26 1993 in the heat generated by the cancelled 
election, in which his friend and millionaire-politician 
Moshood Abiola claimed victory. 


Abiola is in detention awaiting trial for treasonable 
felony after declaring himself president of Nigeria in 
defiance of the current military regime of Gen. Sani 
Abacha. 


Nwosu has promised to write his own memoir, which 
could give an insight into the cancelled presidential poll, 
which international observers had judged to be fair. 


Babangida, who ruled Nigeria for eight years, promising 
a return to democracy, which he failed to deliver, cited 
massive electoral fraud as reason for the cancellation of 
the presidential poll. 


Awa’s so-called "revelations" made front page news 
Wednesday in Nigeria, Africa’s most populous nation 
of some 98 million people, embroiled in political crisis 
over the annulled 1993 presidential election. 


The country is currently under international sanctions 
over its human rights record, provoked by the November 
10 hanging of nine Ogoni minority leaders, including 
the author Ken Saro-Wiwa. Political observers in Lagos 
said Wednesday that Awa’s remarks and Nwosu’s antic- 
ipated revelations underscore the delicate and complex 
democratic process in Nigeria. The country has been 
ruled by the Army for 25 years of its 35 years of inde- 
pendence from Britain.

Government Catches RUF Buying Arms in Conakry

the Revolutionary United Front, RUF, who were caught 
in Conakry trying to procure arms and ammunition for 
the rebel organization, have been presented to the press 
at the military headquarters in Freetown. The four were 
identified as: 


Mrs. Isatu Kallon Koroma, who is said to be very close 
to the RUF leadership. According to the briefing by 
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deputy director of intelligence operations, Major Benny 
Conteh, Mrs. Kallon was born in Makeni and lived in 
Liberia for a long time. He said that Mrs. Kallon came in 
contact with Foday Sankoh in 1990 and assisted Sankoh 
at the initial stage of the war. Mrs. Kallon was described 
as the foreign spokeswoman and liaison officer of the 
RUF, as well as the procurement officer. 


Also presented to the press was former Lieutenant James 
Massalay, who was born in Pujehun and trained by the 
Israelis between 1965 and 1966. Maj. Conteh disclosed 
that Massalay was commissioned into the Sierra Leone 
Army in 1967 but was implicated in the 1971 coup plot 
and jailed. Former Lieutenant Massalay was released 
from prison in 1981 and later worked for the MBMC 
[expansion unknown] in Kono. Massalay was captured 
by rebels in the October 23rd 1992 attack on Tongo and 
was made a colonel and head of arms procurement team 
of the RUF. According, to Maj. Conteh, Massalay was 
also a chief of staff of the RUF. 


Also presented to the press was Alhaji Mohammed 
Ali Barri, who was born in Bajibo in the Kenema 
District and was caught during the rebel attack on 
Bajibo. According to Maj. Conteh, Barri was initially 
the jujuman [witchdoctor] for Foday Sankoh but became 
diamond valuer for the rebel organization. 


The fourth RUF official, Brima Shangari, a driver, was 
given a car by Foday Sankoh which was used to convey 
RUF officials to Ivory Coast [Cote d’ Ivoire] and Guinea. 


The director of Defense Information, Lieutenant Colonel 
Karefa Kargbo, said at the press briefing that the four 
RUF officials were arrested in Guinea on 13th of this 
month as they tried to procure Chinese-made arms. He 
said the information gathered from the four was not 
taken under duress and that they have been well treated 
since their capture. Lt. Col. Kargbo said the Guinean 
Government was very cooperative in the exercise under 
the defense pact between the two countries. 


At the press briefing was Lieutenant Colonel Aba 
Mondoh, Lieutenant Colonel Charles Mbayo, Lt. Col. 
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Idriss Kamara, (Major John Newton), and (Captain 
Dufaya). 


Government Says Rebels Kill 30 in Weekend 
Ambush

According to Sam Tambo, 
they left Baba junction under the escort of 20 military 
personnel at about noon. He said the second vehicle 
with more than 50 passengers ran into the rebel ambush 
where some of the passagers were killed and burned 
because of mechanical fault. 


According to the GiS, the Mercedes-Benz truck with 
registration No. WU 36242 driven by its owner Terey 
Matia, was completely burned down and property worth 
several millions of leones, including cash, were stolen 
by the rebels. Survivors of the ambush with gunshot 
wounds iater made their way to Kenema and the victims 
admitted at the No.1 Emma township clinic, while the 
remains of the 20 victims, including the two soldiers, 
were conveyed to Tonga Fields for burial. 
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
